The following are governed under existing ordinances: 

- It will never display advertising 

- It will be made of indirect, completely dimmable lighting 
We plan to add the additional constraints: 

- It will have limited hours of operation (the illuminated state will be inactive or 
switched off between 10pm and 7am) 

- The movement will be slow (1” per second, or slower) 

- It will not blink or strobe 

- The illuminance will not exceed 2 footcandles (two lumens per square foot) 

- It will be beautiful whether the LEDs are on or off 
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
